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The Curious Complications of the Euro=
pean Troubles.
From the Herald,
The important imtelligence %rom Europe,

dated to the 1ith of July, indicates very
plainly that the general opinion tends to the
belief that the armistice proposed by Napoleon
will amount to nothing, and that thie war will have
to be resumed. Where the various interests are
80 conflicting, and where everybody expects so
much, a peaceable agreement 18 by no means
likely. Napoleon has undertaken to bring about
a settlement; but the almost unanimous scenti-
ment is that he has undertaken too much, and
muy himself become mvolved in the ditliculties
which be is trying to arrange. He has appealed
to Russia and to England to assist him; but the

interests of these two powers are not all identi-
cal. nor do they coincide with those of France.
Either England or Russia could afford to let the
War go on bef ween the original combatauts to its
nstural results without being very much affected
by it one way or the other. Napoleon, on the
other hand, 1s very anxious abour boundaries
and the balauce of power; and this anxiety has
led him to so mix himsell up with the dispute
that he ean hardly avoud taking sn active part
in whatever may tollow.

Lot us look for & moment st the varjous com.
plications. Austria, by her own confession, had
heen badly besten. History contains the record
of no other campaign so grand, so short, and go
decisive, The Germsn Confederation isbroken
up, and Prussis hias overron several o] the minor
States, Venetin hos been trapsferred 1rom
Austria to France, leaving Italy discontented
and augry. Now, in any confervnce that may
be held, the tirst pcints 1o be considered will be
the demanas of Prussin. What will Prussiy re-
quire? Bismark has always been n boid and
ambltious man, und it 14 probable that he will
rather incretse than abate bis desires, now that
he appears as a congueror, If Bismark cou-
sents to a new Goarmaus Conlederation, with
Prugsin as it: leader, and Austrla as one
ot the minor Siates, that may be ar
ranged; but we doubl whether he will
copnne himsell to so moderate a project,
There 18 mueh bad blood between Prussia
and Austria, and it 1s more hkely that Bismark
will insist tuat Austria shall be excluded alto-
gether, and that Prussia shall be aidowed to re-
tain ull the territory she bas occupled, and be-
come tbe great German emnvire. with leave to
gobble up the remains of Austrin upon some
other occasion. Should tnis proposition be

made, England and Hussin may be willing to
agree to it—particalarly after the expression ol
that ominous warning confained in the Moscow
Gazotle, to the effect thai 1t Italy and Prussia
ermit themselves to be made the *wols” of
g‘mnce, they are not to be trusted—sinee Austria
has certainly deserved her fate, and since s
united German empire would be an excellent
offset sgainst France. Nupoleon could not mo-
cept any such scheme, however, and Auvstria

would al=o object, Here, then, we come upon a

decided difference of opinion, enough of itsell to

bresk up the Conference.

But Italy bas her demands as well as Prossia,
The Haliabs feel that Austria should have sar-
yendered Venetia to them instead of to Frauee,
and Lhey know that the object of this surprising
trapsfer ¢ to save Rome and the Pope, by
allording Nayoleon the means of driving a hard
bareain with Is'V. Almost unguestionably,
ll.a.fv will pot consént 0 make such a bargain,
especially 88 powerful piUsia )9 her backer
Napoleon may talk about Ryme wnd Veulee:
but the Italians will contend that Veuetis

already beloniﬁa to them, and thereforé CANUOL
be used In the trade, and that Rome is a0 &
art of Italy, and must not be taken from her,
l;‘bn Italian Governwent might, perhaps,
willing to yleld something to Napolson, but the
Ttahan peopls would not permit it. A conces-
alon would be the sigonal for a revolution. Bot
if ltilr shall sssume this attitade, how is Napo-
leon o get out of the squabble gracefully?

The charitably
disposed may further sugpest that on the
Enuclplc pftirmed i the Good Book, we are |
uund to accord foll eredit to the eleventh-hour

repentance of the siuners whom it has been our

paintal duty again und again 1o chastiae, And

fq-h aside from these considerations, #t can

wrdly be atlss to glance at the processes which

preceded ths late though proper action, and

the position in which it leaves many ol the

luuﬁt pertinacious assmidants ol the Preskdent's

po oy.

But the words of & preamble cannot aulter the
essentinl eonditions of the case. They who have
tor months opposed the admisswon of Tennesses
may be parduned for theéir desire to save whuk
remaing of thelr conslstency ; they may derive
cepsolation from the ropetition of a4 form of
risth which they have at lepgth superseded by
more 1igral works. Bul the faot remains that
Tennessco Nas done nothing now beyond exercis-
ing power veaied in it as aState, And, being
a1l the time & fitate, a4 the reference logloslly
implies, its constitutiona! relations to the Uson
were u8 sound, ns compiohensive, ad just,
beiore the ratitication of the nmendment os
uiter the transmiiting of Brownlow's ssgraceful
despstch, Tha dafference 35 in Congress, sal in
the constitutionsl portion ol the State, iw
neht to repreaentation, shstractly considered,

sujcide and the doctrine of compulsory and
upiversal negro sulirave f(all together. The
Union party put an end {o both, 1he radicals
looking on helplessivy anll sbme of them even
heiping to consummate the work, When the
critical moment armved, scarcely & lsgisiator
hinted wt the alleged ability of Congre s to
diotate upon the suhiset fo &' Bigte 'which had
exercised one of it4 atiributes of s sovereignty;
and but o small bandtal favored the iden ol
enncting a suifrage condition, 1o he complied
with belore regaining Congrissional pepresenta-
tion, The pet dogmna of the radicals was
efleciudlly damomred. For the act'an ot both

negro 18 essential to the maintenance of repub-
lican princwples,

In these particulart and in this way the pro-

| ceedings of Congress with reference to Tennessee

are gratifying siens of the relative weakness of
ridloslism when the Union party [; brought
face to face wWith vital issues, By commitiess,
by reports and resolutlons, by successtul resist
ance 1o _the Executive, by preventing concilia-
tory and constitutional action, and by infusing
into the debates of the sesslon 1s own spirit of
bitterness, the rudical element bas undoubtedly
proved ita potency. But the admission of Ten
nessee In the manner descrived and upon the
grounds staled, establishes the rnnlmllmr
power of the moderate elements when united,
As sgain:t conservative Republicans and conser-
vative Democrats, the rudicals are subjact to
restraint; and beine restrained, there are among
them thoer who make a virtue of necessity nnd
vole for propositions to which, on thelr own
showing, they are tundamentally opposed,

For this result, however, let uinot forzet that
much is due to, tne betier sense ol elements
other (hap the extreme radical, Among those
who voted for the joint resolution were several
to whom certain parts ol it are objecctionable.
There are Hepublicans, and there are Demo-
crats, who, could each have bad his way, would
have modified it in one degree or another, To
have attempred that, would have been to defeat
the whole «flort, to delay tor months a most
important initistory step, and to delight the
iadicals by plaviog their eume, BModeration
and mutual concession averted this result; and
the country now has the satisfnction of seeing
Congress commilted ,.to a proceedioe which,
with all its defecis, indicates the weakness ol
radicalirm when brought toa falr trial of its
strength,
